THE 


A. .Washington special B»JS that the 


claims ol the Pacific Railroads, for oub 
payments for transportation upon other 
than directly subsidized lines bare 
again been blockaded. It will b« re- 
membered tbat tbe Union and Central 
Pacific sued tbe Government tor does 
for trampcrtation of mails and army 
supplies, which were withheld and sim- 
ply returned oa tbeir interest account, 
they bsing in debt to the Government 
for an enoimona amount. Tbe Court 
of Claims decided tbat tbe claim of the 
Government oould lie only against snob 
lines as were oiiginally built by sub- 
sidy. There wao no claim upon tbe 
earnings of leased linei, branch lines, 
or parts «f lines, which were not subsi- 
dized, because they ware leased, owned 
or operated by Pacific railway compa- 
nies. The 
Supreme Court 
affirmed 


this decision, and the attorneys for the 
Central Pacific* and Union Pacific Bail- 
roads came to the Treasury and pre- 
sented their bill. It ran away up into 
the million*, and the Secretary cf the 
Treasury asked for aa opinion from the 
Attorney-General, who famishes him 
with snob instructions of tbe law that 
be was about to issue a circular to his 
officer* to pay these bills in future like 
any other transportation charges. He 
was brought to a halt, however, by 
Comptroller Lawrence, who baid he bad 
the justification of the matter, and he 
proposed to decide it. He finally de- 
cided in favor of tbe churn. It was 
found that most of this money was due 
from the War Department for the trans- 
portation of supplies and troops, aud 
no estimate bad been made for such 
disbursments in asking for appropria- 
tions. The Secretary of War was in a 
quandary, because if be paid theno 
enormous bills Quartermasters' meuus 
would not bold out, and service would 
be stopped for the balance of the year. 
A way out of the difficulty has been 
found, so far as the War Department is 
concerned, but it has again plunged the 
railway companies into aa endless laby- 
rinth of controversy with tbe Govern- 
ment." The Second Comptroller of the 
Treasury passes army accounts, and he 
disagrees with tbe Supreme Court, 
Court of Claims, Secretary, Attorney- 
General Williams, and does not think it 
right to pay tbe roads this money. The 
matter therefore has again been rufeired 
to Comptroller Lawrence for review, 
and once more tbe Toads are on the 
anxious seat.

COMPOBITlOJf OF WHEAT. 


A Chemienl Analr»i> Knowing- *•• 
*'oo« 
Qualities of American 


Wheat. 


A special from Washington to the 


phicago Times says: 


A pamplilet" 'of seventy pages, 


called an investigation of the com- 
position of American wheat and corn, 
by Clifford 
Richardson, assistant 


chemist of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, has just been issued. The 
investigation covered nearly three 
hundred varieties of wheat alonejaad 
occupied two" years. The main fail- 
ing of wheats is their deficiency in 
albuminoids, which by for are the 
most abundant iu Russia wheat. 
American wheats weigh less per 
hun- 


dred kernels and contain less water 
and fibre and about the same ash 
and more oil. American wheat is 
tbe poorest inland, falling below the 
general average in albuinoids and 
ash and in size of grain. A regular 
gradation of improvement (from Etst 
to West, howaver, is found in ex 
aminmg 
the 
averages until the 


Pacific Coast is reached, where there 
is a remarkable falling off in every- 
thing but in the size of the grain. It 
is in tho country between tbe Mins- 
issippi Kiver and (he mountains that 
the best grain is produced. It JStas ia 
higher average of ash, and a larger 
Amount of oil and albumoids than 
that of any otbor part of the country.. 
The highest extremes for ash, oil, 
albumoids and for weight of one 
hundred grains are also found in this 
region. The Atlantic Coast soil? 
have become more or less worn out. 
The middle West is losing its fer- 
tility, and the far West contains 
those 
stores of plant food 
and 


nitrogen especially which make a 
rich grain of wheat. The regular 
weight of one hundred grains from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific ia un- 
doubtedly due to the greatest amount 
of plant food supplied, as we go 
westward. When an attempt is made 
to explain the great falling off in 
nitrogen in Pacific Goast wheats, it 
merely makes a.ore prominent the 
peculiar susceptibility of this grain 
to its surroundings, and the fact that 
the largest grain and crops ran be 
produced where there i* an ability to 
ussimilate nitrogen or a luck of ni- 
troc;ea to assimilation. After cross- 
ing' the Mississippi tho averages 
show that in Missouri and Kansas 
the wheats are deficient in nitrogen, 
while Texas produces a grain rich 
in nitrogen, but injured by too small 
weight per hundred. Minnesota has 
a much larger grain but not quite as 
well supplied with nitrogen. It is 
Golorado which leads oar country in 
the production of a large grain., con- 
taining a large amount of albumoids, 
This State shows what the possibili- 
ties are of raising a perfect wheat. 
Perhaps Texas, with the same care, 
would produce as fiue a wheat, and 
tti» same may be said of Minnesota 
In the elaborate experiments of Fro. 
Blond of Golorado, it was found the 
tendency of foreign seed in to pro- 
duce a better grain than the domes- 
tic. It has also been found that wheat 
loses its gluten by age, and some 
varieties in a much greater degree 
than others. Several samples of the 
Hams crop vere analyzed in 188'J and
